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Suez Canal 
Users Agree 
On Interim 
Plan: Britain

LONDON, Feb. 19 Britain an- 
nounced Tuesday a majority of 
countries using the Suez Canal 
have on an “interim” 
plan for operating the water- 
way from the time after it is 
cleared until a full international 
agreement is drawn up. © 

The plan will soon be placed 
before U.N. Secretary-General 
Dag Hammarskjold for presen- 
tation to Egypt, the Foreign 
Office said, . 

The United. States. joined a 
large number of other nations 
in preparing the “interim agree- 
ment.” The Soviet Union was 
not included. 

There has been no advance in- 
dication Egypt would accept the 
secret proposals. 

The 18-nation Canal Users As- 
sociation (SCUA) was not in- 
volved in the interim plan work- 
ed out in secret negotiations in 
- the United Nations, Washington 
and London. 

Britain took the inftiative in 
making the proposals. 

The plan is understood to call 
for a 50-50 split of canal pay- 
ments. 

The payments of transit fees 
‘would go to the World Bank 
account with half to be cred- 
ited to Egypt and half to be re- 
tained by the World Bank until 
its disposition is determined 
by a final settlement. * 

- Other sources said Hammar- 
_skjold would be asked to submit 
the plan to the Egyptian Gov- 
ernment for his reaction. 

. The basic problem facing ca- 
nal users as the date for re- 
opening of the blocked Suez Ca- 
nal draws near has been draw- 
ing up of a plan suitable, to all 
sides for collection of canal 
dues. 

It is believed here that the 
50-50 plan had been advanced 
by -Hammarskjoid in private 
talks with British, French and 
Egyptian representatives. 

The World Bank would estab- 
lish a special account into which 
the canal tolls would be paid, 
reports here said. The Bank at 
first. was reluctant But later ac- 
cepted assurances that it would 
act simply as a financial agent 
without being required to make 
decisions, informants said. 

The interim agreement report- 
edly calls for operation of the 
‘canal in accordance with the 
1885 Constantinople Conven- 
tion, which said that the water- 
way should be open in times of 
peace and war to ships of all

LONDON, Feb. 19 (AP)—Brit- 
ain announced Tuesday the for- 
mation of its first guided weap- 
ons. regiment. A War Office 
spokesman said the outfit will be 
made up of officers and men 
trained in America by the U.S. 
Army. 

This .is ‘the latest step in 
streamlining and reshaping Brit- 
ain’s armed forces to fit the nuc- 
lear age. 

The Defense Ministry also dis- 
Closed that it is studying the 
possibility of slashing its forces 
throughout the world—including 
those in Libya, Hongkong and 
Gibraltar—to fit the atomic .age. 

The new regiment will begin 
forming next month at Alder- 
shot, Britain’s top military base, 
35 miles southwest of London.

Tuesday when a 
Scandinavian Airlines System 
DC-7C plane, fitted with more 
than 600 pounds of special sci- 
entific equipment, landed at To- 
kyo International Airport more 


than one hour and. haif 
behind schedule. 
The geophysical _ scientific 


team, headed by Dr. Arne E. 
Sandstroem, of Upsala Univer- 
sity, included Ole Edvardsen of 
Upsala University and Martin A. 
Pomerantz, Bartol Research 
Foundation of the Franklin In- 
stitute. The observations were 
made in connection with the 
Third International Geophysical 
Year. 

Sandstroem told reporters at 
the airport that the team had 
not discovered anything new 
during the 29-hour trip from 
Stockholm .to Tokyo via Fair- 
banks and Anchorage. He said 
it would take several weeks to

Sandstroem and his assistants

Soviet Ready 
To Veto Plan

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Feb. 
19 (AP)—The Soviet Union was 
reported to have made known 
Monday it would veto a western 
proposal that would send the 
President of the Security Coun- 
cil to India and Pakistan to 
negotiate the demilitarization 
of Kashmir, | 

The proposal was presented 
by the United States, Britain, 
Australia and Cuba. It directs 
Council president . for 
February, Gunnar Y. Jarring 
of Sweden, to consider all pro- 
posals to settle the nine-year- 


old dispute including _ the 
possible sending of a U.N. 
force. 

Soviet delegate Arkady A. 
Sobolev told the Council that! 
use of U.N. force in Kashmir 
would be counter to the ex- 
pressed wishes of India and 
contrary to the U.N. Charter. 
He said his delegation wouid 
oppose any resolutions con- 
taining such a provision. 

Soboley.. affirmed Moscow’s 
recognition of Kashmir’s acces- 
sion to India. : 

Pakistani Foreign Minister 
Malik Firoz Khan Noon told So- 
bolev there was no intention of 
sending. a U.N. force into Kash- 
mir without India’s permission, 
but he said such permission 
would be a natural development 
in’ any .demilitarization plan. 
Both India and Pakistan occupy 
of Kashmir.

PARIS, Feb. 19 (Kyodo-UP)— 
France called on a conference 
of -six West European prime 
ministers Tuesday to reject a 
West German plan permitting 
private commercial firms to own 
fissionabie material. 

The premiers of France, West 
Germany, Italy, Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Luxemburg 


were called into session at 10:30 


a.m, (6:30 p.m. JST) to try and 
complete work on a treaty es- 
tablishing a eommon atomic 
agency (Buratomt) and customs 
union (Euromarket). 

French sources said Premier 
Guy Mollet. would again plead 
for some sort of “European” 
control over the ownership of 
fissionable material. 

This is expected to produce 
a fresh exchange with Chan- 
celior Konrad Adenauer’s dele- 
gation which favors private 
ownership. 

Euratom is designed to pool 
nuclear energy potentials of the 
six countries from research 
centers to electricity-producing 
atomic piles. 

The other treaty, technically 
labelled the .“European CGom- 
mon Market” would merge over 
a period:of 15 years the whole 
industrial and farming produc- 


tion of the six partners, The re- 
sult would be a single market 
for 160,000,000 clients. ; 

The premiers still face one 
problem plaguing the six. na- 
tions’ ministers and experts 
ever since the inception of, the 
project—inclusion inte the cus- 
toms union of the French and 
Belgian overseas territorics.

Reparations 


To Indonesia 
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Trade Deficit 


Foreign Minister Kishi Tues- 
day suggested a significant con- 
cession in Japan's reparations 
negotiations with Indonesia 
when he said that the Japanese 
Government was ready to con- 
sider including part of Indo- 
nesia’s $170 million trade deficit 
in the Japanese reparations pay- 
ment to that country. 


Kishi, speaking before the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of 
the House of Councillors, said 
Japanese Minister to Jakarta 
Eiji Wajima.was continuing his 
efforts to sound out the Indo 
nesian Government’s views on 
the Japanese reparations offer 
of $200 million in war indem- 
nity and $50 million in credits. 
Although Indonesian Premier 
Ali Sastroamidjojo is reported 
to be anxious to settle the re- 
parations issue at a ‘level not 
far from the Japanese offer, 
Minister Wajima has not been 
able to confirm his final stand, 
the Foreign Minister reported. 


Kishi, in reply to questions 
posed by Mrs. Shizue Kato, a 
Socialist Councillor, said that 
when Minister Wajima succeeds 
in confirming the Indonesian 
Government’s views, Japan was 
ready to submit its final proposal 
specifying the exact amount of 
war indemnity it .is willing to 
pays | 

Turning to South Korea, the 
Foreign Minister said there was 
a possibility that Republic of Ko- 
rea Minister Kim Yong Shik, 
who returned here Monday eve 
ning following consultations 
with his home Government 
might submit the Seoul Govern- 
ment’s new proposal, 

Kishi said, however, there 
still remained a point of dis- 
agreement between the two} 
Governments regarding the 
reciprocal release of Japanese 
fishermen detained in, Pusan: 
and Korean nationals held at 
the Omura Detention Camp. 
The release of these. detainees 
is the premise to the restora- 
tien of notmal -retions ~be& 
tween Tokyo and Seoul. 


Kishi said the Japanese Gov- 
ernment believed that Minister 
Kim had discussed this matter 
with the home Government. 
Whether or not the ROK Gov- 
ernment has a favorable reply 
to offer remains to be seen, 
Kishi said. 


Kishi also reported on the ex- 
plosive case of the “goodwill 
mission” to Manila led by Li- 
beral-Democratic Councillor Hi- 
deo Konishi. 


While asserting that the re- 
percussions created in Manila 
by the Japanese mission which 
included a former Japanese 
Kempei (gendarme) in its mem- 
bership were not as serious as 
reported by the press, the For- 
eign Minister expressed regret 
that the incident has exerted 
unfavorable effects on the rela- 
tions between Japan and the 
Philippsnes, 

Japanese Ambassador to Ma- 
nila Koichiro Asakai has re- 
ported, Kishi said, that although

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Sick Leave

Budget OK 


With the extended absence of 
Prime Minister Ishibashi an- 
nounced Tuesday, there

The Budget Committee Tues- 
day completed its two-day pub- 
lic hearings on the next fiscal 
budget plan. 


With the committee proceed- 
ings expected to face difficulties, 
it was foreseen that the budget 
plan may not be passed by April 
1, the first day of the next fiscal 
year. 

Under the circumstances, the 
Government may be forced to 
compile a provisional budget to 
cover expenditures for April. 


Kogoro Uemura, vice-presi- 
dent of the Federation of Eco- 
nomic Organizations, advised the 
second-day meeting of the com- 
mittee’s public hearing to make 
a conservative estimate of the 
world’s economic development 
during fiscal 1957-58, 


Uemura said that the Govern- 
ment’s export goal for the next 
fiscal year of $2,800 million 
might be achieved, but added 
that the export goal set for 
trade with the sterling area ap- 
peared too optimistic. He fur- 
ther said that it was doubtful if 
the total imports could be kept 
down to $3,200 million, 


Kihachiro Kimura, economic 
commentator, contended that 
the budget plan contains infla- 
tionary factors. He _ pointed 
out the increases in the ex- 
penditures of an unproductive 
nature and in the fiscal funds 
for industrial investments. 


He also said the planned na- 
tional railway fare increase is 
'flirther impetus to inflation. 

‘Kimura admitted that infla- 
tion could be averted by ‘in- 
creased imports. But, he 
warned, excessive imports 
works adversely on Japan's in- 
ternational balance of  pay- 
merits. F 


Akira Iwai, chief of secretariat 
of the General Council of Japan 
Trade Unions (Sohyo)~ voiced a 
strong demand for a minimum 
wage system. 

He also‘ maintained that the 
budget plan would widen the 
gap between high and low -in- 
come brackets since the tax 
reduction favors the ¥500,000- 
¥1,000,000 annual income group. 

Iwai also called for a ¥2,000 
pay hike for public office work- 
ers. 


Hanya Ito, president of the 
Hitotsubashi University, pointed 
out that unproductive expendi- 
tures account for 53 per cent of 
the total disbursements for next 
fiscal year. This raises a grave 
economic problem, he contend- 
ed. He also called attention to 
the rising trend of unproductive 
spending. 

Ito, an authority on public 
finance, also said the total of na- 
tional and local taxes for next 
fiscal year would run as high as 
19 per cent of the gross national 
income or 36 per cent higher 


'than the 1935 figure.

In the — political 
sphere, we may mention the 


contemplated revision of the 
Japan-U.S. Security Treaty and 
the Administrative Agreement, 
problems arising from the ex- 
istence of American military 
bases in Japan, proposed return 
of Okinawa and the Bonin Is- 
lands to Japan and the release 
of Japanese war criminals. In 
the. economic plane, there are 
the problems of trade between 
Japan and the U.S., develop 
ment of Asian market and the 
disposition of Japan’s postwar 
debt to the US, 

In dealing with these mat 
ters, we would like, first of all, 
te ask the new American envoy 
to grasp the realities prevail- 
ing in this country—the down- 
to-earth facts of the economic 
and ideological life of the Ja 
panese people, For, we sub 
mit, a relationship based on a 
genuine spirit of cooperation 
rests on a good understanding 
of these facts. 

In the matter of trade policy, 
in which we businessmen are

First, we would like to point 
out that the recent moves in 
the U.S. to raise import duties; 
“voluntary” restrictions on Japa- 
nese’ textile exports to the U.S. 
and discriminatory legislation 
adopted by some US. states 
against Japanese products 
evidently run counter to the 
U.S. policy favoring freer world 
trade. These developments are 
a matter of life or death for 
Japan, 

Second, Japan has cooperated 
with the U.S.sponsored embargo 
on strategic materiais to Com- 
munist China. If the embargo 
policy is to be continued in the 
future, the Southeast . Asian 
market will become increasing- 
ly more important for this 
country. Then, it is to be hoped 
that the U.S., as a part of its 
global policy will undertake an 
over-all industrial development 
program for this part of the 
world. in collaboration — with 
Japan. 

[ can assure Ambassador 
MacArthur that his first state- 
ment on his arrival here last 
Friday. in which he expressed 
the hope to “gain an under 
Standing of Japan and to 
help increase Japan's under- 
standing of the United States” 
has been welcomed warmly by 
the Japanese people. It has 
raised high hopes in the new 
envoys diplomatic. skill and 
ability.

Japan Builds 
Missiles. for 
Experiments 


Japan’s first guided missiles, 
for experimental purposes nave 
been completed by the Defense 
Agency. 

The Defense Agency will con- 
duct a series of tests with three 
of the home-made guided missi- 
les at the Somagahara firing 
range in Gumma Prefecture 
shortly. — 


According to officials of the 
Defense Agency, the body, en- 
gine and guiding mechanism of. 
the missiles were produced by 
the Shkhin-Mitsubishi. Heavy In. 
dustry Co., the Fuji Precision 
Machinery Co. and the Mitsu- 
bishi Electrical Machinery Co. 


The, missiles are made of 
duralumin and weigh 22 kilo 
grams. They. measure 1.8 me- 
ters in length and have a wing 
Span of one meter. They have 
a speed of 0.7 Machs and range 
of two miles. 


Controlied by  ultra-short 
wave apparatus on the ground, 
the missiles can be sumed in 
any direction. 


Aircraft and guided missiles 
will play the. main role. in 
Japan’s future air defense, Kei- 
kichi Masuhara, . vice-director 
general of the Defense Agency, 
said in the Diet Tuesday. 


He toid the Lower House 
Cabinet Committee the Defense 
Agency is expecting to build on 
a~ trial basis air-to-air and 
ground+to-air guided missiles 
of the Sparrow and Nike class 
in fiscal 1960. 


As for planes, he revealed the 
Defense Agency is applying to 
the United States for the sup- 
ply of F-86D all-weather fighters 
to this country. 

Japan, Masuhara said, is now 
holding talks with the U.S. re 
garding participation in Ameri- 
ca'’s mutual weapons develop- 
ment program, The U.S. ‘Gov- 
ernment proposed that Japan 
join it last fall, he said.

‘Death March’ Admitted 


As Somewhat Excessive 


The Defense Agency admitted 
Monday that the forced night 
march carried out by a Ground 
Self-Defense Force unit in Hiro- 
shima Prefecture two weeks ago 
which resulted in the death of 
two men had been somewhat 
excessive. | 

It also made known its plans 
to mete out punishment for the 
responsible officers in charge of 
the maneuvers. 


The Defense Agency revealed - 


an interim report on the “death 
march” incident after a confer- 
ence Monday among Defense 
Agency chief Akira Kodaki, vice- 
chief Keikichi Masuhara and 
Gen. Takeo Tsutsui. chief of 
ground staff. 


In making known the interim 
report based on investigations 
conducted so far, the Defense 
Agency admitted there was an 
oversight in the plans for hold- 
ing such night march contests. 

The Agency also admitted 
that it was a little excessive to 
forcibly carry out the march 
covering 50 miles in the cold 
rain which was falling at the 
time. 


It revealed that the respon- 
sible officers will be punished 
after a further probe is conduct- 
ed 


The Agency also said that it 
plans to consult the prosecutors 
to find out whether the persons 
responsible are guilty of violat- 
ing the criminal law.

To Don, Doff Girdle

Do you know how to put on 
and take off your girdle? This 
may sound like a foolish ques- 
tion, but many women don't.

Israeli Troops Should Go 
The tangled issues in the Middle East boil down for the 


nonce to the problem of getting Israel to withdraw her 
forces from the Gaza strip and the area adjoining the en- 


trance to the Gulf of Aqaba. 


On this matter the United Nations has spoken with no 
uncertain voice and there is no doubt that its decisions 
may be regarded as representing the majority opinion 


throughout the world. 


Israel has so far declined to leave these occupied areas 
because she lacks guarantees that if Egypt reoccupies them 
the Egyptians will not resume their former practice of 

. allowing commandos to menace Israel from the Gaza strip 
and using the forts at the entrance to the Gulf of Aqaba 
to prevent Israeli shipping from proceeding up the Gulf 


to Israel’s port at its head. 


But two wrongs cannot make a right and it is the 
special business of the United Nations to see to it that 
armed action against the territory of others does not benefit 

those who adopt this course in order to settle their 


grievances. 


The United Nations resolutions calling upon 


Isreel.to. withdraw,her forces from Egyptian territory are 
in accordance with the principles laid down in the inter- ' 
national organization’s Charter and Israel must comply with 


* them. 


By carrying out the U.N. 


decision, Israel will certainly 


be in a stronger position to present her case against Egypt. 
It is recognized that Israel looks upon Egyptian interference 
with her shipping as an interference with the freedom of the 
seas so far as she is concerned if not as a virtual act of 


war. 


Continued defiance of the U.N., however, will not 


gain sympathetic listeners for Israel. 


President Eisenhower has assumed a major role in 
the vital issue and the United States on Monday obtained 
the postponement of the United Nations Assembly debate 

. to give more time for Israel to consider American proposals 


to break the deadlock. 


Israeli Ambassador Abba Eban is 


returning to Jerusalem for consultations with Prime Min- 


ister Ben-Gurion. 


The Asian-African group of nations in the General 
Assembly is pondering a demand for sanctions against 
Israel, a development which the United States is anxious 
to avoid both from a domestic point of view and a desire 
not to aggravate prevailing tensions in the Middle East. 


: 


Mr. Dulles apparently sees a disposition to ease pres- 
sure, at least for immediate sanctions. And there is some 


hope that the Israeli Prime Minister may change his mind 
and agree to put the withdrawal of his troops first and 
the matter of guarantees as to Egypt’s future conduct sec- 


ond. 


If this happens, there will be a saving of United 


Nations principles and the General Assembly can proceed 
to consider other aspects of the Middle East imbroglio. 3 

President Eisenhower’s statement says that the United 
States believes that Israel has been provided with the 
maximum assurances it can reasonably expect at this junc- 
ture or that can be reconciled with fairness to others. 
But Israel continues to maintain that the “assurances” are 
too vague. Her latest contention is that the United States 
should support her demand that Egypt stop refusing Suez 


- passage to ships bound for or from Israel. The demand, of 


course, raises the question of Egypt’s sovereignty over the 
Canal-and could hardly be acceded to by the United States 


unilaterally. 


This issue, too, must be considered separately from the 
question of withdrawing Israeli troops from Egyptian ter- 
ritory, although it is a serious factor in the hostile rela- 
tions existing between Egypt and Israel. 


What seems most necessary is that there should be 
direct negotiations between Egypt and Israel to settle all 
issues in dispute, and likewise between Israel and the other 
Arab States, once Israel has withdrawn her forces from 


Egyptian territory. 


It seems desirdble that the United 


Nations should insist on these negotiations in the interest 
of international peace and that when an agreement proves 
achievable the international organization should put the 


stamp of its approval upon it. 


It has been repeatedly pointed out that Israel as a 
country is the creation of the United Nations. While that 
makes it all the more essential that she should obey the 
behests of the United Nations it also means that it is the duty 
of other member nations of the organization to respect 


Israel’s existence. 


On this basis, it is difficult to see why the major prob- 
lem of relations between Egypt and Israel cannot be amic- 
bly settled between them and proper arrangements made 
or accompanying issues, such as the future of the Arab 


efugees from Palestine. 


Progress might then be possible in the settlement of | 
various outstanding difficulties between the Arab world 
and the Western nations and an agreement made on the 
Suez Canal’s future operation and upkeep.

Asahi Shimbun said that the 
Socialist Party was justified in 
wanting to wait for Prime Min- 
ister Ishibashi to recover from 
his iliness to obtain his own 
explanations on the budget for 
fiscal 1957-58. It explained that 
the present Diet had no other 
business beside the budget re- 
quiring special attention, and 
the Socialists should be given 
the opportunity to get Ishi- 
bashi’s own explanation of the 
budget which is based on his 
own policies before they for- 
mulate their party stand. The 
paper had more sympathy than 
criticism for the Premier's pro- 
longed illness, and spanked the 
Liberal-Democrats for their in- 
ternal strife on the matter of 
selecting the party’s vice-pres- 
ident and a deputy prime min- 
ister. It turned around and 


blasted the opposition Socialists . 


for demanding the resignation 
of the Cabinet en bloc as being 
youghtless and premature. 


Mainichi Shimbun regretted

_ *ryom attending the Diet and de- 


liberations on the budget for fis- 
cal 1957-58. Acting Prime Minis- 
ter Kishi’s appointment to the 
post of Deputy Prime Minister 
may serve to pave the way for 
smooth Diet debates on. the 
money bills.

will, in the pact, stipulate dis- 
criminatory tariff rates against 
Japanese goods destined for the 
western European markets. 
Japan must move to keep such 
expected discriminations at a 
minimum by opening immedi- 
ate negotiations with the nations 
concerned. The paper also said 
that Japan should simultane- 
ously ask GATT members to 
lower their tariffs. At home, it 
saw the necessity of domestic in- 
dustries to make every effort 


to cut down production costs to 
increase the competitiveness of 
Japanese goods in the world 
market. 


Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) in 
its comment on the U.S, eco- 
nomic trend warned that signs 
of recession have developed. As 
such signs, the paper cited a 
decrease in consumers’ buying 

er as seen in decreased auto 
sales, dwindling business profits, 
increasing lay-offs and resulting 
labor disputes and cancellation 
of leading companies’ expansion 
programs. Should the feared 
U.S. recession start, Japan’s ex- 
port industry will suffer greatly 
as the U.S. purchases some 26 
per cent of Japan’s total exports. 
It is also possible to reason that 
aggravating U.S, economic con- 
ditions will adversely affect the 
world economy as a whole.

It is sometimes said that the 
action of the U.N. in Egypt is 
in fact directed to the restora- 


tion of the status quo ante, and — 


that that was so bad that it 
must not be restored. That is 
not, as I understand it, a cor- 
rect description of what is go- 
ing on in New York. 

What the Secretary-General 
is trying to do is to restore not 
the status quo ante in fact. For 
both sides violated the armis- 
tice and he does not wish to 
restore the violations. What he 
is trying te restore is the 
status quo ante in law—that is 
to say the rules of the armistice. 


A new agreement to observe 
the old armistice would, if it 
were respécted, solve all the 
important points now at issue 
between Egypt and Israel.

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WASHINGTON — The Presi- 
dent still seems handicapped by 
a lack of intimate knowledge 
regarding important events in 


the civilian world. , 


At last week’s press confer- 
ence, he was asked why he 
would not apply sanctions to 
Egypt as well as Israel, in view 
of the fact that Egypt likewise 
had spurned a United Nations 
resolution forbidding her ban 
on Israeli ships through the 
Suez Canal. 

I am not aware of any resolu- 
tion the U.N. have, has enacted 
to do anything about it, the 
President replied. 

He did not know that on 
Sept. 1, 1951 the U.N. Security 
Council unanimously adopted a 
resolution calling upon Egypt 
to cease its ban on Israeli ship- 
ping through the canal. This 
had the same *force as the re- 
cent U.N. resolutions calling 
upon Israel to withdraw from 
the Gaza Strip and from. the 
smal islands in the Gulf of 
Aqaba. However, no sanctions 
were applied to force Egypt to 
obey, and Israel lacked the 
economic whip which Colonel 
Nasser now holds over the West 
by threatening to close Suez. 


What Israel did at the time 
her own ships were banned 
from Suez was to develop the 
Gulf of Aqaba. This is the back 
door of Israel and is why the 
two little disputed islands are 
so important. The Gulf of 
Aqaba is a long finger of water 
reaching down from southern 
Israel to the Red Sea and 
thence to the Indian Ocean. By 
using it, Israel can ship over 
land, across her own southern 
desert, the Negev, and reach 
the Orient without using Suez. 


This route could also be of 
tremendous importance if a 
pipeline was laid across it. Ex- 
tending all the way over friend- 
ly Israeli territory, it would 
not be subject to Arab inter- 
ference. Furthermore, a canal 
rivaling Suez might be built 
from the Mediterranean to the 
Gulf of Adqaba—though it 
would cross hilly terrain and 
would be expensive. 

However, Nasser, after block- 
ing Israeli ships through Suez, 
then proceeded to seize the 
strategic islands at the mouth 
of Aqaba, thereby completely 
cutting off this vital backdoor 
route to the Indian Ocean. 


This is why Israel refuses to 
budge from these islands with- 
out guarantees they will not 
fall into hostile Egyptian hands 
once again. 

Dulles’ Errors 


The current impasse over 
sanctions at the U.N. is due to 
three crucial errors in Dulles- 
Eisenhower policy. They are; 


1. When Nasser first seized 
the canal, Dulles failed to treat. 
the Suez question as a package 
deal. He failed to realize that 
Suez, peace between the Arabs 
and Israel, Near Hast irriga- 
tion, dams on the Nile, and 
British-French canal rights are 
all rg, up together. They 
cannot solved piecemeal. 

2. After the Israeli-Franco- 
British attack, when Nasser 
was cringing in a Cairo cellar, 
he would have accepted any 
terms. Dulles was then sick. 
But Eisenhower failed to exact 
any terms. The package peace 
plan then would have been 
much more readily accepted, 
Bisenhower, however, seems so 
anxious to prove the United 
States to be the champion. of 
the Afro-Arab bloc that he 
rescued. Nasser without exact- 


ing anything in return.

KOUSTENAY — Over the flat, 
featureless, illimitable, snow- 
clad plain of this strange land 
of western Siberia, a young 
pilot was fiying about six years 
ago toward this.place, which 
was then a lonely railroad town 
of about 30,000 people. 

Some 70 kilometers from here, 
the pilot’s compass failed him 
utterly and in a way that indl- 
cated a strong magnetic distur- 
bance, That was how the vast 
twin bodies of magnetic iron ore 
of Sarbi and Sokolovsky were 
first discovered. And that was 
the beginning of one of the 
most astonishing enterprises 
this reporter has ever seen, 


Since then the immense gov- 
ernment-directed. plough-up of 
the virgin plain has transform- 
ed little Koustenay into a roar- 
ing frontier city of more than 
80,000 people. -But the transfor- 
mation of Koustenay seemed 
to me a mere -nothing, when 
compared to the transformation 
brought by the discovery of 
those two ore bodies, I learned 
the story in half a day’s talk 
with Nikolai Fadyevich Sand- 
rigailo, one of the three or four 
top men in Soviet iron mining 
and now the director of the 
Sokolovsky mines. 


As he told the story, the So 
viet Geological Survey moved 
swiftly to map the ore bodies 
the young pilot had discovered. 
The ore deposit was estimated 
at above one billion tons of 
magnetic ore with 48 per cent 
of iron content. The Sokolovsky 
deposit was found to be almost 
equally large. 

The report was then trans- 
mitted to the Ministry of Black 
Industry, which controls all iron 
and steel production in the So- 
viet Union. The ministry de- 
ci that the discovery should 
be exploited, and ordered a proj- 
ect drawn up by its hive of ex- 
perts at “Lengyproruda” — the 
Leningrad Institute of Ore Proj- 
ects. The project officer at 
Lengyproruda in turn called for 
help from 14 other project 
planning agencies, ranging from 
the Leningrad City Planning 
Institute to the Leningrad Indus- 
trial Projects Institute.

The result was a massive 
combined plan for two enor- 
mous open cast iron mines at 
the Sarbi and Sokolovsky de- 
posits; an oreenriching plant 
using a magnetic separation 
process situated halfway between 
the mines; a small city and a 
lesser town to house the miners 
and. enriching-plant workers;

Sukarno, largely a figurehead 
in the present system of govern- 
ment, advocates the “guided 
democracy” idea as a way to 
cure Indonesia’s economic and 
political ils. He unveiled it in 
detail Friday night at a meet- 
ing with leaders of the five polli- 
tical parties participating in the 
coalition government 


If the plan is accepted, it will 
swing Indonesia farther to the 


left than at any time since it . 


won independence from the 
Netherlands in 1949. It will 
also give the nation’s Commu- 
nists a voice in the govern- 
ment. 


Informed sources here re- 
ported Sukarno wants to revise 
the present Cabinet to include 
representatives of all the major 
political parties in Parliament. 

uch a plan would be welcomed 
by the Communists since they 
do not have a seat in the 
Cabinet now. 

Sukarno also wants to estab- 
lish a national advisory council 
which he would lead as chair- 
man. It would include rep- 
resentatives of all levels of 
Indonesian life in addition to 
political parties. 

The council would be com- 
posed of representatives of 
labor, the peasantry, youth 
groups, culture, veterans, busi- 
ness and politicians. 

The Communists stand to get 
an even stronger footing than 
in the Cabinet since they domi- 
nate both the All-Indonesian 
Trade Union Congress (SOBSI) 
and the Peasants Unity Organi- 
zation.
